b ack and forth in and around an ab andoned golf course where the 
concert was held.

Takes Pub lic Crack At 
World Communism for 
First Time

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, 
Sept. 5—(AP)—Pope Pius pub lic­ 
ly attacked Communism b y name 
today for the first recorded time 
in his 10-year reign. 
In a vigorous, 1,400-word radio 
address to half a million German 
Catholics, the Pope struck direct­ 
ly at the enemies of the church 
with unprecedented frankness. 
He spoke of the ex communica­ 
tion decree which he said seeks 
to save the world from “Marx ­ 
ism” and enforce the separation 
of Catholics and “atheist Commu­ 
nism.” 
Refers To Dangers 
In an earlier address to Swiss 
Catholics the Pontiff referred to 
the dangers of “totalitarian re­ 
gimes”. Both speeches were lib ­ 
erally sprinkled with attacks on 
“materialism.” 
In the past, the 73-year-old 
Pontiff has advoided direct use of 
the word Communism in refer­ 
ring to the church’s enemies. 
Ob servers viewed the Pope’s 
frank attack as the b eginning of 
a new and. more vigorous cam­ 
paign against Communism. 
The Pope spoke openly of the 
struggle b etween rich and poor 
and b etween lab or and capital. He 
sought to narrow the gap b e­ 
tween these conflicting forces 
with an appeal for tolerance, col­ 
lab oration and discipline. 
That he chose Germany, torn 
b etween east and west, to deliver 
his historic address was consider­ 
ed deeply significant. He sought

Labor day is the time of the y ear when the 
politicians remind the working man that he’s the 
backbone of the nation and recite for him the 
long list of rights and privileges to which he’s 
heir. 
But there’s an opposite side of those rights 
and privileges—the worker’s duties and responsi- 
bilities. 
There’s no question that organized labor has 
achieved a fair measure of maturity since the 
first wild day s of its new-found strength in the 
’30’s. But its leaders still shout too much of 
rights and not enough of duties; and its rank and 
file is still too insistent in exercising its privileges 
and not enough concerned about its responsibili­ 
ties. 
Labor leaders want a rising floor under wages, 
but no ceiling. They want full protection in their 
right to strike, but act as if they should be ex­ 
empt from penalty when people are hurt or prop­ 
erty is damaged when a strike is on. They want 
a freedom for themselves that they are unwilling 
to accord to others. 
Labor leaders, of course, are not alone in this 
stress on getting instead of giving. The farmers ^

» lotion that labor and management in the United 
States must bargain in an atmosphere of mutual 
suspicion. 
The fact is that all of labor’s real gains have 
come from a something-for-something equation, 
even though involuntary . The American standard 
of living has been improved continuously because 
higher wages have been pay able out bf great 
productivity oh the part of wage earners. Mr. 
Rosenstiel merely proposes that the high wage- 
high production technique be given joint recogni­ 
tion and applied sy stematically to the improve 
ment of collective bargaining. In that way , wages 
could be increased with no inflationary effect on 
prices. The living standards of producers and 
consumers could be raised simultaneously . There 
would be no need for management-labor disputes. 
Unfortunately , the proposal is useful only as 
a talking point, because it could not be adopted, 
except on a single-industry basis. Even then, there 
would be no way to enforce labor’s part of the 
agreement, other than by the enlightened attitude 
of the workers themselves. That has happened, of 
course, innumerable times in the past and is the 
reason why American industry has set the pace 
for the world.

Preparations for the opening of another school 
y ear now are complete.

Yugoslavia, while not subscrib­ 
ing to Russia’s brand of interna­ 
tional Communism, isn’t a demo­ 
cratic nation. 
No Truman was 
speaking of relations between the 
Soviet Union and the western 
democracies. 


SO FAR AS The Kremlin-Tito 
row is concerned, it thus far has 
been only indirectly a part of the 
cold war in Europe. It has been 
a 
Bolshevist 
family 
quarrel, 
though the Marshal’s recent over­ 
tures to Washington, for loans 
and the privilege of purchasing 
badly needed machinery, might 
ultimately make Yugoslavia an 


important item in the cold war 
to the advantage of the western 
allies. 
However, the European cold 
war certainly has lost much of 
its steam in recent weeks. Why? 
Well? there are several reasons. 
For one thing the Communist 
offensive for the spread of Com­ 
munism 
westward 
across 
the 
continent long has been definite­ 
ly halted along the line which it 
now holds through central Eu­ 
rope. The nations west of that

much less with being absorbed 
as satellites.

paint world , short shallow cracks 
are known as “checks.” They are 
cau sed by hard ening of the old 
paint film to su ch an ex tent that 
it can’t no longer ex pand and con­ 
tract with changing atmospheric 
cond itions. Later the ed ges cu rl, 
and the paint between the cracks 
loosens and falls off. This last 
process is referred to as 
‘flak­ 
ing” or “scaling.” 
Get rid of these and the cir­ 
cu mstance that cau ses them be- 


fore y ou pu t on the new paint, 
and the new paint will prov e 
worth the money and the time.

Foresees Increase; 
Supports Will Dip

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5—(AP) 
—The 
Agriculture

said to day wheat pro ductio n in 
19 50 may pass the 1,000,000,000- 
bushel mark and the price may 
be 10 percent lo wer than in 19 49 . 
The department said this may 
co me to pass even with acreage 
allo tments in fo rce fo r the first 
time since 1943. 
Ho wever, o n the 19 50 price o ut­ 
lo o k the department based its 
figures o n assumptio ns that are 
virtually certain to be changed 
by co ngressio nal revisio ns o f the 
farm price suppo rt law. 
Mo reo ver, the price fo recast 
was based in part o n an assump­ 
tio n that there will be a decline 
in the prices o f the things farm­ 
ers buy, which wo uld mean a 
lo wering o f the parity indices o n 
which price suppo rts are based.

Sia ie Depa rtment Is Giv en 
Dia ry After Time 
Ma n Sees It

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 —(UP) 
—The pencil-scrawled d iary of 
Anatol Barsov , the “repentant” 
Ru ssian d eserter, has fallen into 
the hand s of the State d epart­ 
ment, it was learned tod ay . 
Officials are at work on a 
translation in an effort to see 
whether the d iary will shed fu r­ 
ther light on the my steriou s case 
of the Red officer who d eserted 
to the United States and then 
v olu ntarily went back home to 
face the mu sic. 
Ex amination

marks the first time that gov ­ 
ernment agents hav e inspected 
any of the possessions which 
Barsov left in his Washington 
hotel room when he was arrest­ 
ed Au g. 17. He was held secretly 
at Ellis island for fiv e d ay s, then 
flown to 
Au stria 
and 
finally 
hand ed ov er to the Ru ssians on 
Wed nesd ay . 
Left Belongings 
Barsov l£ ft the d iary , another 
notebook, a few clothes, a Ru s­ 
sian nov el and his shav ing kit at 
the Altu ras hotel. 
The d iary was tu rned ov er to 
the State d epartment by Ed ward 


J. iones, assistant chief of the 
Time and Life magazine bu reau 
here. Jones said his bu reau had 
borrowed the d iary from the Al­ 
tu ras manager 
Wed nesd ay 
to 
translate it. 
He relinq u ished it after the 
manager, Mrs. Ethel K. Allison, 
told him she had been serv ed with 
a cou rt ord er req u iring her to 
giv e the d iary to the State d e­ 
partment. 
Later it d ev eloped that the cou rt 
ord er had Been taken ou t, not by 
the State d epartment, bu t by the 
owners of the hotel. Apparently 
for their own protection, they 
legally impou nd ed Barsov ’s be­ 
longings and d irected the mana­ 
ger to su rrend er them to no one 
bu t the State d epartment. The 
d epartment knew nothing of the 
ord er. 
As far as we are concerned , 
the d iary came to u s v olu ntarily ,” 
one d epartment official said . 
Persons who hav e scanned the 
d iary said it d eals mainly with 
Barsov ’s early impressions of 
America, with whisky d rinking 
and with the cond ition of his 
heart. 
The State d epartment said a 
formal reply to two Sov iet pro­ 
tests abou t Barsov ’s “su d d en d is­ 
appearance” was d eliv ered to the 
Ru ssian embassy y esterd ay . The 
reply was not mad e pu blic. 
The d epartment wou ld neither 
confirm nor d eny ru mors that 
U. S. immigration agents spirited 
Barsov ou t of a plu sh cafe min­ 
u tes before Ru ssian operativ es 
arriv ed on the scene.
